Gentlemen—Mr. \Vm. F: Curtin of 


your board" has consulted with me in 
reference to the liability of the city p£ 
Lowell for'the care and maintenance in 
tho Massachusetts school for the,feeblei 
minded of children having a. settlement 
in this city. 
To our charity depart- 


ment this? matter has proven a problem 
more or ICBK difficult of 
solution 
for 


"some years, and in the yea.r 1907 a test 
case was argued, in the supreme court, 
the contention of the city1 being that 
feebleminded persons .should be classed 
•with the insane and that as the city 
was not liable for the support of the j 
latter in state institutions, they should 


not' be held liable for the care of the 
former. 
The court, however, decided 


otherwise and .held that under the pro- 
vision^ of section 120 of chapter S7 of 
the Revised Laws the state could .re- 
cover as the legislature clearly intended 
that a distinction should be made be- 
tween the 'feebleminded and those who 
were actually insane. Then in 1906 an 
act was passed 
establishing a. new 


school for the feebleminded and in sec- 
tion 17 of that act (chapter 87) it was 
provided that, the state could re.cover 
from cities and towns for the support 
of'/settled • Inmates. This school 
is 


known as the Wrentham state school. 
By the' enactment into law of chapter 
629 of the Acts'of'1908, however, the 
requirement that municipalities should 
pay-for the care of such inmates of 
state institutions was done away with 
and it was provided that hereafter they 
should be supported at the expense of 
the commonwealth. 


Therefore, I am of the opinion that, if 


the bills presented by the Massachu- 
setts school are for cases arising prior 
to July'12. 1908, the city is liable, if for 
cases since that date the expense falls 
upon the commonwealth.

esters at government expense' This 
action Mr. Pinchot described as a "i 
cret attack .on the service, 
prostitu- 


tion of the law. a method so .effectively 
used- by special 'interests against the 
people, and a cruel and needless loss." 


He said, in.part: 
"I am as proud of the forest, service 


and its men as I ever was; and I ven- 
ture to think that it has: proved the 
value of Its Ideal by Its achievements 
and tlie enemies it has made. Now, let 
me give you the best 
Illustration I 


have seen in recent years of. how a 
public officer under pretext, of obedi- 
ence to the law, may. traffic 
with

and abuse it to the public injury.

MILK INSPECTION 


Close Attention Being Paid by 


the'• Officials 


It is stated that the production, care 


and sale of milk are receiving more at- 
tention In these parts today than ever 
before. All doctors agree that milk is 
a great, germ conveyer and while the 
milk cans have been giving 
way 
to 


milk bottles, the latter it is believed 
will give way. to the sanitary and sin- 
gle service paper milk bottle. It's use 
in the beginning may seem a hardship 
to milk dealers, but the best chemists 
and doctors' in the country are advo- 
cating its use. 


Under the recent rules and regula- 


tfonu governing the production, care 
distribution or sale of milk as given 
out at the office of the local, board of 
health in accordance, with the revised 
laws of f the state, some of the whole- 
salers 
have 
said 
that 
they 


would go out of business entirely,'be- 
cause they are obliged to ck-a! 
en- 


tirely In bottles. 
They 'cannot leave 


cans at the stores' any more and the 
bottles must be filled only at a dairy 
or milk plant. The board.of health does 
not believe that any of the wholesalers 
will go out of business on account' of 
beinfr confined to bottles only because 
they know it is in the interest of sani- 
tation and for the purpose of avoiding 
milk contamination. Just what the milk 
defilers will say when the uso. of paper 
milk bottles receive general endorse- 
ment remains to be seen. At the pres- 
ent time they do not think very well of 
the proposition, though one of them in 
conversation'with a representative for 
The Sim said .it might be cheaper in 
the end. 
' "J know," he snid,' "that .the .late T. 
O. Allen, who.was inspector..of milk, for 
the rily of I,owell. and whose integrity 
was not to be questioned, rather 
fa- 


vored the. single service 
paper 
milk 


bottle. He was convinced that the bot- 
. tie was absolutely Banitary,.a.nfl he suc- 


ceeded in convincing me that the use. of 
thd bottle would be a saving to the 
milk dealer; Th'ese'bottles are'used but 
once and are thrown away. There is 
no refilling and 
no washing, so that 


considerable labor is saved. 
1 believe 


he found that the bottles would be de- 
livered in Lowell at the .rate of $4 per 
thousand, and I think that meant pints 
and quarts.

62~9 of the Acts of 1908, however, the 
requirement that municipalities should 
pay for the care of such inmates ot 
state institutions was done away with 
and it was provided that hereafter they 
siiould be supported at the expense of 
the commonwealth. 


Therefore. 1 am of the. opinion that, if 


the bills presented by the Massachu- 
setts school are for cases arising prior 
to July 12. 190?, the city is liable, it for 
cases since that date the expense falls 
upon the commonwealth.

Arts-club in New York last night. Ite 
bitterly-assailed the-action of George 
P. .McCabe, solicitor 
of the depart-. 


ment,.who, as temporary 
chief, 
after 


Pinchot's dismissal, took 
action 
vo 
abolish the'collegiate'training of for- 
esters at government expense. This 


- action Mr. Pinchot described as a "se- 
cret attack on the service, 
prostitu- 


tion of the law. a method so effectively 
used by 'special interests against the 
people, and a cruel and needless loss." 


He snid, in part;. 
"I am as proud of the forest service 


and ifs inen as 1 ever was, and 1. ven- 
ture to think thnt. it lias proved the 
value of its ideal'by its achievements 
and the enemies it has made. Now, let 
me give you the best

have seen in recent years of how a 
public officer under 'pretext" of obedi- 
ence to the law. may traffic 
with

and abuse it to the public Injury.

he had heard a. 


sentence of two years in the Atlanta 
prison imposed on him today by Justice 
Martin. Spitzer was convicted of con- 
spiracy by defraud by under-weighing 
sugar. In broken tones Spitzer bitterly 
arraigned the nigar trust, saying: 


"I started with the trust in 1S80 as a

the legal side. 
Yet, he made no at- 


tempt to assist the service 
in this 


matter.' 
On the contrary he led thc- 
secret attack upon it and used anx- 
ious and successful care that no at- 
tempt to defend its course should be 
made by any other man. 
The men of 


forest service were first informed that 
the- legality of their 
work 
was 
in 


question only after a diverse 
judg- 


ment had been rendered without giv- 
ing thein any hearing, whatsoever. 
I 
am 
not 
concerned 
with the 


motive 
behind . this 
indefensible 
sacrifice of the public welfare. It 
is 


a typical illustration .of a certain 'way 
to obey the law. Of course, it is not 
obedience to the Jaw at all, but 
the 


prostitution 
of 
the law. It is 
the 


method so effectively .used 
by 
the 


special interests 
against the people 


and there is nothing to se said in its 
favor.

"The whole proceeding is not seen 


In its true light until we realize 
its 


effect on nearly twd hundred of 
the 


best young men in the forest service, 
who were officially ordered 
to 
those 


schools for instruction. These rangers 
are poor men, working for from S900 
to $1300 a year; and they need their 
pay. Yet, they will lose not only their 
pay for the time they attended these 
schools, but the 
money already ad- 


vanced out of their own pockets for 
travelling and. other expenses. 


"It is a.'cruel and needless loss. If 
the spirit of the forest sorvlce, and es- 
peclaly of the rangers were less admir- 
able, the-harm-done to the 
national 


forests by the decision so obtained 
Would be'Incalculable. At the best it 
will be neatly, as :far-reaohing-as It ia 
needless and 'that ' is saying a great 
deal. But - the • fine, loyalty of 
these 
rangers to their work is shown by the 
fact thaX 'ab'o'u't' 'half of 
them have 


stayed .on at the ranger schools at 
their own expense In order the better 
to learn theiiv public duties." 


Prospects .for. conservation are 
not 


encouraging at present, said Mr. Pin- 
chot in conclusion. "Only the drive of 
a concerted public opinion," he said, 
"is going to carry this conservation 
movement along.. It. has .met the. most 
formidable' body

resistance 
that 


could

encountered—the 


power of organized wealth
